With reference to your letter of October 30, 


the Shanghai Municipal Police at present possess a 
warrant for the arrest of He J. Hughes for tendering 
worthless cheques on the Hongkong and Shanghai Bank ; 
for goods to the value of Mex. $ 1826-75 (£166-0-0d apprexi). 
which he purchased from traders in this city on February 
26, 1927. This warrant hus remained unexecuted because 
Hughes succeeded in getting away before the mutter was 
reported to the Police, Information obtained at the 

time shows that he left as u stowaway, and that he was 
fined £10-0-0d for having done so when the vessel reached 
southampton. 

In view of tiie lar;e expenditure, which the 
extrudition of Hughes would involve, it has not been 
considered expedient to endeavour to bring him back, but 
the warrant aguinet him is being held in the expectation 
that he may return to Shunghai at some future date.

On February 26, 1927 Uormen Jeie Hughes 
obtained couds te whe totel value of Hex.$1826275 
(approximateiy £166.0.09) from six ctorekeepers in 
this city. He tendered cheques dresr on the 
Hongkong -: Shanghei iianking Corporation in each 
instance in payrcite These cheques vere returned 
by the Bank merked "“Drewer's signature differs from 
specimen signature in our files." Police eng iries 
show that iughes did at one time Mave an account vith 
the Hongkong x Shanghai Bank here; Sut his sr2dait 
balance at the time these cheques were cigncd was, 
only about 35.00 (under ten shillings). The cheques 
were signed Norman LeJ. Hughes, whereas the specimen 
and correct signature held by the Bank reads: 

Reman. JL. Hughes.*
